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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sa!e in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by figures 
20- 21 of the acknowledged prior art (APA). 

Regarding claim 8, figures 1 8 and 21 of (APA) discloses a semiconductor wafer 
comprising first and second semiconductor wafers 1, 30 having bulk structures, said first 
and second semiconductor wafers including main surfaces to which a semiconductor 
that is a material of said bulk structures is exposed wherein said main surfaces of said 
first and second semiconductor wafers are bonded with crystal orientation shifted from 
each other. 

Regarding claims 9-10, figure 21 of (APA) discloses all the structure set forth in 
the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject

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The reference (s) of record do not teach or suggest, either singularly or in 
combination the "wherein said crystal orientation display sections are indicative of an 
identical crystal orientation in said first and second semiconductor wafers and said first 
and second semiconductor wafers are bonded with crystal orientations shifted from 
each other " for claim 1 , "wherein said first and second semiconductor wafers are 
bonded to each other such that a part of a main surface of said first semiconductor 
wafer is exposed by said crystal orientation display section of said second 
semiconductor wafer, and printing is provided to said part of said main surface of said 
first semiconductor wafer'' in claim 5. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 6/23/2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the semiconductor wafer of claim 8 having no buried 
insulating layer is structurally different from the SOI wafer shown in figure 21 having a 
buried insulating layer. However, nowhere is "the semiconductor wafer having no buried 
insulating layer" recited in claim 8 therein. Therefore, figure 211 reads on the claimed 
invention.
